A N E W JE R SE Y R IO T . 


S ev era l H u n dred E n g a g e in th e F ig h t— 
T h e T rou b le N ot E n d ed . 
N e w B r u n s w ic k (N . J.), May 5th.—Last night 
and this m orning a iatal riot occurred at Sayer- 
ville brick yards, live m iles below this c’ity. 
Agent E. P. H enderson, w ith 100 m en, started 
last night to put in a spur from the m «in line of 
the R aritan River Railroad across the land of 
ex-freeholder Edw ard F'utm an, down through 
the brickyard to W illiam F\ Fisher’s vard. 
Furm an was opposed to their crossing his land, 
and called out bis ineu. The railroad m en 
were reinforced bv brick vard m en. until 500 
were engaged in the fight by m idnight. Fur 
m an’s m en attacked the railroaders and burned 
their ties, m aterials and car. 
Pistols, clubs and 
stones were freely used. George Kissingci, one 
o f F urm an's laborers, was killed outright. He 
was knocked down w ith a club and a sharp- 
pointed crow bar jam m ed through his head. 
John K ennedy, a railroad m an, was so badly 
injured th at he died w ithin an hour. 
At 4 o'clock this m orning the Sheriff of Mid­ 
dlesex county called out a posse of fifty m en. 
W hen they reached the place all was quiet, and 
the railroad m en had stopped work to recruit 
th eir force. 
The R aritan River Railroad is a new enter­ 
prise running from South Amboy to Boune 
Brook. Furm an com plains that the com pany is 
crossing his land w ithout his consent, w hich 
th e com pany claim s he has given. 
Up to 6 
o’clock this evening all was quiet, but the rail­ 
road m en who are encam ped 111 the woods near 
the disputed spot are being heavily re-enforced 
from along the line and trouble is expected to­ 
night as both parties are determ ined.

W a s h in g t o n , May 5th —Am ong politicians 
to-night interest centers entirely in the appoint­ 
m ents thnt the President w ill niake during the 
com ing week. Yesterday lie told a delegate 
from K entucky th at the appointm ents of Col­ 
lectors of Internal Revenue would be m ade on 
\\ ednesday, w hich is know n as Treasury Day 
at the W hite House. 
Among other appointm ents to lie settled 011 
th at day w ill be th at of C hief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and First Comptroller 
of the Treasury. Upon the result oi the first 
place will depend very m uch the Public Printer, 
should M eredith be appointed as Chief of the 
Bureau, then it is generally 
believed 
th at 
Palm er w ill not be appointed Public Printer, 
but if M eredith fails then Palm er stands an ex­ 
cellent chance to be successful. 
Illinois politicians pooh-pooh this statem ent of 
the case and affect to believe th a t l>oth Mere- 
o ith and Paim er w ill be successful. This, how­ 
ever, is not likely as both offices pay the same 
salary. $1,500 per year, and both are free from 
civil service as to the m inor appointm ents. 
Consequently the heads will wield atrcm endous 
power in patronage appointm ents, and it is not 
believed the President w ill look to a State that 
alw ays goes R epublican and does not need of­ 
fices to win.

CO A ST D E F E N S E V ESSEL. 


D escrip tion o f YVhat w ill b e th e M ost 
F o rm id a b le W arship A float. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 5th.—Secretary Tracv has 
aw arded toe com raet for building the powerful 
coast defense ironrlad to the Union Iron Works 
at th e price of Sl.62S.f OO. 
The new vessel will be a departure in design 
from any vessel in the navy, and w ill be the 
most form idable vessel lor her displacem ent of 
any in the world—able to cope w ith anything 
uffnat. sh e approxim ates the m onitor type, ana 
w iil be o f 5,Guo tons displacem ent in "cruising 
trim, d ie is to h iv e a length of -256 feet, w ith a 
breadth of 49 feet. She w ill be protected by a 
belt of steel arm or sixteen inches thick over the 
engines, boilers and m agazines and eight inches 
thick forward and alt. 
The specifications call for 5,400 horsc-power. 
The Union Iron Works guaranteed to develop 
this am ount of horse-power, w hile tra m p <i 
Sons, the lowest bidders, avoided the condi­ 
tions. The si ecificaiion provided for two ordi­ 
nary tubular boilers of 1,500 horse-power. The 
rem ainder of the 5,400 horse-power required is 
to be supplied l.y coil boilers. These have beeu 
tried w all great success r.n yachts and in a 
modified form by the French Governm ent. But 
th eir use in naval vessels w ill be largely experi­ 
m ental. 
If they come up 10 expectations thev 
w ill result in a large saving of space and 
w eight. The Union iron Works agreed to ac­ 
cept the D epartm ent’s plans and guarantee re­ 
suits. 
H er most rem arkable feature w ill be the tre- 
m eudous power of h er arm am ent. On the for­ 
w ard barbette, m ounted 011 a turntable and 
m anipulated by hydraulic power, she will carry 
a 16-inch ride w eighing 110 tons and 19 feet long, 
one of the largest guns slloat. In the rear bar­ 
bette there w ill be a 12-inch riffe, w eighing 16%, 
tons. A ll-in c h dynam ite gun 50 feet long w in 
project from the bow, and in other places the 
vessel w ill carry six 33-pounders, three 9-pound­ 
ers, two 6-pounders and four 3-pounders, all re­ 
volving cannon and rapid tire guns. M achine 
guns and electric search lights on a hollow steel 
m ilitary m ast w ill com plete the ship. 
W hen she goes iuto action, by-taking on w ater 
ballast she will sink until her deck is but 18 
inches above the w ater level, thus dim inishing 
the size of the target exposed to an enem y. The 
sides cove ring the m achinery are to be covered 
w ith 16 inches of annor, besides the protection 
afforded by tbe co il bunkers. The barbettes 
containing guns are to be of 16 inch steel, and 
the deck will be of steel two inches thick. She 
will have a draft of 14H leet and a speed of 16 
knots. At this speed she can steam 642 miles, 
but at ordinary cruising speed, about nine knots, 
she would travel 2,722 m iles w ithout renew ing 
h er coal supply. 


C A L IF O R N IA PR U N E S. 


T h eir S u p eriority liv e r th e Im p orted A r­ 
tic le E sta b lish ed In N ew Y ork. 
New York, May 5th.—Interest in California 
prunes has recently become keen, owing to the 
arrival o f several parcels preoared and packed 
in fancy French styles. T he result of the ex ­ 
perim ent is most satisfactory, the prunes arriv­ 
ing in a rem arkably fine state of preservation. 
No ferm entation, mold or oiher ill effects of the 
heat were noticeable. 
Samples of the fruit 
w hich arrived first are stiil in as good a state of 
preservation as when opened, and there is no 
sign of a tendency to become candied, w hich is 
detrim ental to the French article at this season 
of the year. 
A Tribune reporter saw several m em bers of 
the trade and learned th at the general opinion 
after these tests or experim ents, was th at Cali­ 
fornia prunes rank as first quality, but the quan­ 
tity would com e in due season. California has 
given the fruit trade of New Y'ork several sur­ 
prises during the last few years, but this one is 
the greates’, especially as the California product 
is now selling at three-quarters of a cent a 
pound higher th an the French article.

T he m en w ho are prom oting the schem e rec­ 
ognize the fact th at the one way for them to 
attain success iu it. is to show- personal interest 
by going there and getting the factory fairly- 
started. There would be no filibusters in the 
party and it would be guaranteed thnt there 
would be 110 m olestation ot the English m an ­ 
agem ent of the unfortunate island's affairs 
a s 
sooii as the plans are perfected, however, they 
w ill 
be subm itted 
to 
Barnell, Davitt and 
O’Brien for th eir approval. 
It is proposed to m anufacture boots, shoes, 
clothing and underw ear. There is already an 
underw ear factory at M ullingar, w hich is run 
upon th at principle. 
It is in a very flourishing 
condition. Some ot the stock is held by Boston 
friends of the Irish cause, who, in subscribing, 
felt th at they were doing m ore for th eir kindred 
th an if they had m erely given money to the 
league fund.

N o t only California, but the entire 
Pacific Coast, is to be congratulated upon 
the decision of the Secretary of the Navy, 
awarding to a California firm the contract 
for the building of the cruiser for this 
coast. 
The vessel is to be of a new type, 
the most formidable yet built for the 
U nited States, and 
is intended 
to be 
as nearly invincible as naval science can 
attain, with its present knowledge of con­ 
struction. 
Some idea of the character of 
th e cruiser, and which is to lie novel in all 
respects, can be gained from the statem ent 
that, with her coal-carrying capacity, she 
w ill be able to steam, at the normal rate 
of speed, 2,722 m arine miles, w ithout re­ 
plenishing her coal bunkers, or 632 miles 
at extraordinary speed. 
H er armanjent, 
also, will be of the very best procurable, 
and will include a powerful 50-foot dyna­ 
m ite gun, and a 16-inch rifle of 110 tons 
and 49 leet in length, besides a number of 
o th er rapid-firing 
and 
powerful guns, 
m achine guns, light batteries, etc. 
The 
building of this cruiser will call for the 
expenditure of $1,628,000, and will give 
em ploym ent to a large force of skilled 
workm en for a year and a half. 


T h e dispatches inform us of the safe 
arrival at New York of another consign­ 
m ent of young horses from the Palo Alto 
Breeding Farm , belonging to Governor 
Stanford. 
The trotters are all two-year- 
olds, but they appear to have impressed 
th e experts at the East as nearly as well 
developed and strong auimals as aged 
horses. 
The breeders of line stock in Cali­ 
fornia have 
demonstrated, beyond all 
question, the special capacity of this State 
to grow the very best class of animals, and 
th e prediction is being every day strength­ 
ened, in which we have before indulged, 
th a t it w ill be but a comparatively short 
tim e before the stock farms of California 
w ill prove a greater source of wealth and 
pride for this State than have the blue 
grass regions of Kentucky for that favored 
commonwealth.

lodged a most ridiculous com plaint with 
th e Samoan Commission at B erlin. 
It is 
nothing more nor less than a snarl because 
during the fall months some enterprising 
Y ankee sold to the Samoans a lot of cheap 
A m erican handkerchiefs, probably cam­ 
paign articles, or Fourth of Ju ly decora­ 
tions which bore the American colors, and 
portraits of some of our Presidents, or 
probably candidates for President, and 
these bits of color some of the natives 
have raised over their houses. 
This evi­ 
dent love of the Samoans for this country, 
angered Dr. Knappe, and to him appears 
as nothing less than insulting to Germany. 
Really, the doctor should be retired from 
B erlin before he makes his native iand a 
'aughing stock. 


T h e Sub-Committee of the Samoan 
Conference at Berlin has refused to con­ 
sider the claim of Brandéis, the German 
Samoan commercial agent, for alleged 
losses by German planters in Samoa, and 
the accompanying claims for indem nity 
therefor. 
If before the full Commission 
these claims are insisted upon, it will be 
shown that the losses referred to were the 
direct result of the action of the German 
Consulate in supjiorting the claims of 
Tamasese, a rebel, who was urged on by 
German influence to inaugurate the rebel­ 
lion in the course of which, by usual acts 
of war, the damages resulted.

There is reason to tear that the very 
heavy rains of the last two days will prove 
to have inflicted heavy damage to the crops.

day. Considerable bay had been cut and 
it is probable that the most of it has suf­ 
fered greatly.

The new license law of Massachusetts, 
reduces the saloons in Boston trom 3,000 to 
750, and in all other communities, not 
more than one for every 500 of the popula­ 
tion. In Bostonjsome of the most elaborately 
fitted bars in the United States were to be 
seen, and several of these have been shut 
out under the new law. One of the oldest 
and most leading politicians in the city, 
who had an immense liquor store at the 
corner of Dover and W ashington streets, 
has been refused a license, and Colonel 
Lawrence J. Logan has accepted the situa­ 
tion, and is closing out. 
Amongst the 
hotels that announce the closing of their 
bars are the Plirenix, in Green screet the 
Plym outh, the Lowell, the Millwood, the 
Robinson, and a dozen more. The power 
to issue licenses is in the hands of the 
Police Commissioners, who are the ¡ap­ 
pointees of the Governor. The entire coun 
try will watch the operation of the new law 
with a great deal of interest, the question 
having passed out of the realm of senti­ 
ment and reached that of practical experi­ 
ment. W hatever we may think of the m at­ 
ter, here is a State trying an experiment in 
regulation to which the countrv will look 
with interest, even though it may be di­ 
vided iti opinion as to the wisdom and the 
justice of the law.

A BROKEN RECORD. 


THE HEAVIEST MAY STORM YET 
RECORDED HEBE. 


T he 
S torm 
C en ter A bout 
S a cra ­ 
m en to a n d V icin ity —In ter­ 
e stin g S ta tistics. 


Sergeant Barwick says the records of the 
Signal Office show that the heavy rainfall 
of Saturday evening and up to yesterday 
noon was one of unprecedented occurrence 
in a record of forty years. The average of 
the entire m onth of May is but .68 of an 
inch. There has been but three Mays in 
forty years in which the total precipitation 
for the entire m onth reached 2 inches or 
more, as follows : 1800, 2.49 inches ; 1866, 
2.25 inches, and 1883, 2 85 inches, while for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 12 m . yes­ 
terday there were 2.43 inches. The heav­ 
iest rainfall during any continuous storm 
in May since 1877 was .98 of an inch, and 
in May, 1883, when a storm lasting four 
days precipitated 2 51 inches, from the 4th 
to the 7th, inclusive. 
The storm just 
past m ust be classed as cne giving 


TH E GREATEST RAINFALL, 
During the tim e the precipitation lasted, 
that has ever occurred before in May. In 
fact, it m ust be classed with the heavy 
storms of excessive precipitation in twenty- 
four hours that are sometimes met with in 
our winters. These classes of storms are 
few, as the following record will show :

HEAVIEST ABOUT SACRAMENTO. 
The most singular and peculiar condition 
of the storm just passed was the sm all 
am ount of rainfall to the north of Sacra­ 
mento. The Signal Service reports give 
the total rainfall for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 5 o’clock yesterday m orning to 
have been : For San Francisco, 1.14 inches; 
Sacramento, 1.62 inches; Bed Bluff, .64 of 
an inch; Boseburg, .10 of an inch; Port­ 
land, .08 of an inch; Fort Canby, .24 of an 
inch; and Olympia, .02 of an inch, not­ 
withstanding the barom eter was consider­ 
ably lower in W ashington Territory and 
Oregon than in California on Saturday, and 
yesterday also. The barometrical condi­ 
tion in this city changed rapidly during 
Saturday night and up to 5 o’clock'Sunday 
morning. The barometer at 5 p . m . Satur­ 
day stood at 29.90 inches; at 5 a.m . yes­ 
terday it had fallen to 29 65 inches, being a 
fall of .25 of an inch in twelve hours, and 
during the falliDg of the barom eter the rain 
descended in a continuous and steady 
downpour. 
From the tim e rain began falling on 
Saturday morning, at 9 a. m., up to 5 p. m, 
of the same day, there was .48 of an inch, 
and from that hour to 5 a. m, yesterday 
there was 1.14 inches, and from that hour 
to 2 p . m . yesterday there was .80 of an 
inch, making, as noted elsewhere, 2.42 
inches for the storm. 
The greatest am ount 
was during Saturday night, when 1.14 
inches was measured in 12 hours. 
The rainfall for the 12 hours ending at 5 
o'clock last night, was as follows for the 
places named : Sacramento. .80 of an inch ; 
Bed Bluff, .26 of an inch ; Boseburg, .02 of 
an inch ; Portland, .14 of an inch ; Fort 
Canby, .04 of an inch ; Olympia, .02 of an 
inch; Straits of Juan de Fuca, .14 of an 
inch; W alla Walla, .12 of an inch, and at 
Spokane Falls there was but a trace. 


A PROSPECT OF GOOD W EATHER. 
The barometer at 5 o'clock last night was 
lowest (29.44 inches) in the Straits of Juan 
de Fuca and highest in Central California, 
with variable winds, mostly from some 
southern point. The barometer at that 
hour was quite low along the entire Pacific 
slope, from Sacramento to the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca. 
The highest and lowest tem perature on 
Saturday was 56° and 50°. while for the 
same date last year it was 77° and 54^. 
The highest and lowest tem perature yes­ 
terday was G2° and 49°. The highest and 
lowest for the same date last year was 79° 
and 49°. 
The barometer last night was steadily 
and slowly rising, and all appearances 
(meteorologically speaking) point toward 
the appearance of settled weather. 


T h e G reat Storm . 
Advices from “ over the hill ” state that 
on Saturday night, w hile it rained so hard 
in Sacram ento, four and one-half feet of 
snow fell at the Sum m it and a foot in 
Truckee. The snow plows are at work, 
and shovelers in demand. 
The m ountain stream s are all foaming 
torrents, and a Dig rise in the Sacramento 
and American rivers may be looked for 
about to-night.

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YOUNG MEN. 


CLEANLINESS IN BOT-á THOUGI1T 


AND ACTION 


A N ecessary A ttribute of G odliness 
—Y esterday’s Serm ons in 
the Churches. 


At the Fourteenth-street Presbyterian 
Church, Rev. George R. Bird yesterday 
spoke on the subject: *’ Wherewithal shall 
a young man cleanse his way? By taking 
heed thereto according to thy word.”— 
Psalm cxix., 9. 
First—The common way of young men 
is said here to be unclean. If any one 
knows the way of a young man, that one 
is God. Now, God never misjudges or mis­ 
represents a man. Faithful to life are all 
His photographs. 
When He says the 
young man’s ways are commonly nnclean, 
He does but say that which life and history 
reveal. Much of our country’s future great­ 
ness depends upon the character of our 
young men, since much of its history must 
run through their hands and hearts. Are 
those hands and hearts to be clean or un­ 
clean? They will be unclean if they par­ 
take in the common ungodliness through 
negleC: of the first commandant. One rea­ 
son why the Bible is distasteful to so many 
young men, is because it corrects their 
wroDg course by commanding them to wor­ 
ship God. They do not want correction, 
ana therefore neglect its advice. As soon 
as boys begin to bud into men they 
feel too big for church or the Bible 
class—places 
where 
the 
above 
good 
advice is given—and they go off and out 
like the prodigal son to have a good time in 
riotous ,iving. The young man says, “I 
want to see life; don’t want to be narrow ; 
want to show my independence, and sow 
my wild oats.” The young man who 
breaks the first commandment will soon 
break the rest. Then the life is unclean 
through profanity, dishonor of parents, 
covetousness and the catalogue of unclean 
things spoken against in the second table 
of the Decalogue 
Now, an unclean way 
that is not flushed is soon filthy. Only one 
thing can flush the soul clean, and as 
young men commonly despise that one 
thing, their minds are 
soon filthy in 
thought and their lives in acts. Listen to 
the common conversation of a knot of 
young men on the streets. It is usually 
silly, and often sensual, and so is sadly in 
need of cleansing. 
Second—The clean way for young men is 
not popular. It requires a young man to go 
against the current of custom. He must 
shake himself awake in order to think 
about higher and better things. If he 
continues to wallow with the world in 
unclean 
ways he cannot be otherwise 
than filthy in God’s sight. He must not be 
afraid to face the laugh of the scorners, for 
the devil will tickle such to laugh his good 
intentions down. 
He must separate him­ 
self from unclean places and perilous, as 
did the early Christian converts from the 
corrupt society of the old Roman Empire. 
Desert loneliness is a help to godliness 
when the company of the world is cor­ 
rupt. He must not attempt to straddle the 
fence by holding on to both God and the 
devil. He must take the guide to holiness, 
which is the word of God, and give good 
heed to its directions. 
The path of the just is very dim without 
the light of this guide. 
The snares of the 
fowlers are all unseen unless pointed out 
by this guide. 
He cannot see his way to 
heaven by the light of a cigar. His com­ 
panion must be the Word of God, to which 
he must give constant heed, as to a light in 
a dark place. The Bible is a wonderful 
book to give both tone and bone to a young 
m an's cüaracter. It has made a weak 
man into a John Knox, and strong of soul 
enough to shake such a country as Scot­ 
land in the days of Mary Stuart. The 
Bible will keep a young man from becom­ 
ing food for Satan’s candles. Satan's can­ 
dles shine in the saloons, theaters, dives 
and dens of vice, so plentiful in all cities. 
Into these silly and conceited yonng men 
rush like bugs' into the heat of the electric 
light, and are destroyed from lack of 
knowledge. 
This lack comes of neglect of 
the Bible, the church, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, through whom alone. God says, 
they can be cleansed and kept clean. 


P a u l ’s s u b l i m e c h a r a c t e r . 
At the Central M. E. Church Rev. Thos. 
Filben preached yesterday morning on 
Paul’s words : "None of these things move 
me.” He said: “Paul is, perhaps, the next 
greatest figure of the Scripture after Jeeus. 
He approaches nearest to Jesus in the 
grandeur of his character. The text pre­ 
sents a great view of him. Paul is on his 
last round and is faced towards Jerusalem, 
after that intending to proceed to Rome. 
He is taking final leave of the elders of the 
Church of Ephesus, recalling the difficulties 
itiai have beset his way, and facing the 
probability cf imprisonment at Jerusalem, 
he uses the words. Measured by his career 
they are no stretch of rhetoric, but show 
the prevailing temper of the man—superior 
to his surroundings, though surroundings 
Of adversity, 
" it is a creat victory to be above the vi­ 
cissitudes of life as was Paul. Life is 
full of difficulties and resistances, not out­ 
ward as Paul's 
always, but all have 
troubles. They come in the course of life, 
in the way we are set to run. Trials calcu­ 
lated to unsettle u s; losses, sickness, deaths, 
betrayals 
It is great to be above these, 
unaffected by these. They come in every 
life. It is beyond our power to contest 
their coming. Our lives and our ways are 
beyond our control. God marks out the 
line. In the pursuit of our way we en­ 
counter these. Not that they all come 
from God, but all are permitted of God. 
They are determination of character in the 
wav we meet them. Adversity and afflic­ 
tion are good tests of the stuff that is in a 
man. God often needs to disclose us to 
ourselves. The gold is a true symbol of a 
right bearing on which the fire may play 
for one thousand years and not tarnish it 
or diminish its weight. Paul is a good 
model, crying, in and alter tbat life so 
checkered"-) full of adverse experiences, 
begun in persecution, continued in impris­ 
onment and scourging and ending in mar­ 
tyrdom. • None oí these things move me.’ 
" P a n I gives us the secret of bis steadfast­ 
ness, his superiority over these external 
circum stances of his life: * Neither count 
I rav life dear unto myself, so that I may 
finish my course with joy.’ It is what is 
at the end of the journey that controls 
him. and not what is along the way, a 
proper regard for eternity and the things 
of it. There is a day that every man 
wanta should be a quiet day. It is the 
greatest day of life, because of what it de­ 
termines. 
There is only one way to be 
quiet in it. It is to have the record clear, 
backward and forward, from it. 
Paul 
wanted tbat day quiet 
It was a quiet day 
for him—even though it was a day of mar­ 
tyrdom. There beyond it is rest from 
bondage and 
sorrows and tnals. and 
beyona it is abounding reward for all suf­ 
fering and toil, and reunion with the 
greater company gone before. Deatb is 
gain. It was this thought tbat nerved 
Paul to be steadfast. Proper thonghtful- 
nes9 on these things wonld make all stead­ 
fast. wbstever the paassing experience or 
burden.”

THE SPRING MEETING. 


The C ipltal Turf Club’s Opening P ost­ 
poned One Day. 
The heavy rain of Saturday night, when 
the heavens opened their flood-gates and 
deluged the earth with water, has caused a 
postponement for one day in the opening 
of the Capital Turf Club’s spring meeting 
in this city. The officers of the club visited 
Agricultural Park yesterday, and, while 
they found it in tolerably fair condition, 
concluded that it would be better for all 
concerned to defer the opening of the meet­ 
ing for one day. Although not heavy, the 
track was packed rather hard by the beat­ 
ing rain, and a little loosening up, with a 
few hours of sunshine, will greatly im­ 
prove it. 
Hence, instead of the races commencing 
to day, they will commence to-morrow. 
This arrangement will not inconvenience 
anybody, as the postponement will not 
throw the races over until next week. The 
programme calls for five days’ contests, and 
instead of concluding on Friday they will 
close on Saturday. Turfmen are taking a 
great deal of interest in the coming meet­ 
ing, and the citizens of this city should see 
to it that the club is strengthened bv a 
liberal patronage. It is safe to say that five 
days’ races between such a field of horses 
as has been entered for this meeting would 
on any of the more prominent Eastern 
tracks attract a daily attendance of from 
15,000 to 25,000 persons. 
This week's meeting may be regarded 
virtually as the commencement of a new 
era in spring meetings for this city, and— 
aside from the sport afforded—it has a busi­ 
ness and financial significance of great im­ 
portance to this community. 
It will be seen by a telegram from San 
Francisco that Ashe’s famous mare Geral­ 
dine and Tapper’s A1 Farrow, are matched 
to run a mile during the week for $1,000 a 
side. At the San Jose meeting A1 Farrow 
ran a mile in 1:40, and last week Geraldine 
ran at San Francisco in 1:401. A record- 
splitting race may therefore be looked for. 
There are already a large number of turf­ 
men in town to witness the races, and 
many more will arrive to-day. 


T he Stevens E state . 
The matter of the contest over the will 
of the late A. J. Stevens was resumed in 
Judge Van Fleet’s Court on Saturday. 
County Clerk Hamilton testified to having 
seen in his office a document relating to 
the legal adoption of Mrs., Hubbard’s 
infant son by her parents, but after a brief 
search had been unable to find it. 
An argument ensued between counsel for 
the respective parties to the contest over 
the sufficiency of the certified copy of such 
order of the Court, offered in evidence by 
Mrs. Stevens, and the latter’s counsel was 
allowed until Friday in which to present 
authorities on the point at issue. 
Mrs. Stevens’ counsel offered to prove by 
B. Worthington, confidential clerk of the 
decedent, that the latter, in making his 
will, intentionally omitted any mention of 
his son and daughter therein, but the Court 
declined to receive such testimony. 
The matter of the petition of Mrs. Hub­ 
bard to be declared an heir-at-law was then 
submitted and taken under advisement. 
The estate is valued at about $35,000. 


Y esterday’s F ire. 
The alarm of fire at 6:30 a . m . yesterday 
was caused by a fire in the small cottage of 
Dan Cummings, on the south side of E 
street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth, 
which was a total loss. In trying to save 
some of his furniture, Mr. Cummings was 
severely burned. On the east side the resi­ 
dence of Mrs. Hirst suffered same damage 
in the roof, as also did the house on the 
west, owned by George Higs and occupied 
by F. M. Jackson. Ail the parties were in­ 
sured, and it is thought that the damage 
will not exceed $1,000. 
Again there was trouble with the fire 
alarm, and the department lost consider­ 
able time in locating the fire. If some­ 
thing be not done to place the fire alarm 
system on an efficient basis, there may be 
cause some day to rue the " inoccuous de­ 
suetude” that has been allowed to afflict it.

H e a v y D a m a g e s H o n e t o H a y , G r a i n 
a n d F r u i t C r o p s —U n p r e c e d e n t e d 
R a i n f a l l f o r t h e S e a s o n .

Mary&v il i.e, May Eth.—A heavy rain fell last 
n 'g h t accom panied by a strong south wind. 
An inch and a h alf fell during the storm, w hich 
is a rem arkable rainfall for this tim e of the 
year, and brings the total for the season to date 
up to 23.29 inches. G reat dam age to grain is re­ 
ported and a large acreage ot w heat on summer- 
fallow has been badly lodged by the wind, and 
m uch of it is believed to be a total loss. The 
grow th in m ost places was tall and rank, and 
in exposed situations the w ind lias knocked it 
flat, and fears are expressed th at the joints of 
the stalks have been broken. 
However, it is 
hoped th a t a large proportion of the prostrated 
grain w ill ripen on th e grouud. in w hich case 
it could be saved by th e use of lifting devices on 
harvesting m achines. W inter sown grain has 
lodged to some extent hut most of it will no 
doubt recover. 
The extent of dam age cannot be w ell ascer­ 
tained at present, and m ay not prove so great 
as it is now supposed, but certaiuly th e grain 
crop has been m aterially affected in Yuba and 
Sutter counties. 
T his afternoon the sky lia» 
cleared and the storm appears to be over. 
Considerable hay has been wet in the fields and 
loss will result, out th e effect on the hay crop 
yet to be cut w ill depend on the w eatherof the 
next few d4ys. 
This rain is likely to have had 
results on the fruit crop, causing more or less of 
im m ature fruit to drop or rust, and may bring 
the return of the trouble know n as “curl leal','' 
from which m any ot the peach trees atlected 
earlier in the season b ad about recovered. 
Cmco, May 5th.—Last night a heavy storm of 
wind aud rain did great dam age to grain. This 
m orning fine fields of standing grain were lev­ 
eled. The rain was heavier th an during any 
storm last w inter. A h alt an inch has tallen. 
Montague, May 5th.—A fine rain tell last night 
of over an inch. Farm ers are jubilant and sure 
of good crops. 
T ruckee, May 5th.—A heavy snow storm has 
been going on for the past twenty-four hours. 
It is over one foot deep on the plaza, and at the 
Sum m it it is reported to be four aud a half leet. 
Snow plows have been called into requisition, 
aud no doubt snow shovelers will be in dem and. 
I’lacerville, May 5th.—The heaviest storm 
of the season is upon us. Four inches of rain 
fell last night, aud it is still pouring down. 
It is snow ing in the m ountains. IlaugtOA'n 
creek is booming. Shade trees ate torn out by 
the roots. The crops w ill be badly dam aged. 
North San J uan, May Stli.—One of the se­ 
verest storms of rain and wind ever experienced 
at this season o f the year has been raging here 
since yesterday. The stream s are booming. The 
hay crop is greatly dam aged by lodging. 
Fruit 
w ill be abundant, The signs are for an abate­ 
m ent of the storm to-night. 
Dow nieyili.e, May 5th.—Heavy showers fell 
last night, and to day the barom eter indicates 
more storm. 
Considerable snow fell on the 
peaks aud ridges. I h e m iners are jubilant at 
the prospect of a good w ater season. 
Ion e. May 5th.—It com m enced raining last 
eveniDg. continuing through the night, devel­ 
oping tnis m orning into the worst wind and 
rain-storm of the season. O ne-third of the bay 
crop is down, aud will be nearly ruined. Much 
grain was knocked down. 
Woodland, May 5th.—A great rain has fallen 
throughout the county. Ih e fall here has been 
1.55 inches. At W inters, 1.35. Capay, 2 inches. 
Madison, 1.85. Black, .60 of an inch. The rain 
lias doDe a large am ount o f injurv to the heavy 
grain, causing m uch o f it to lodge. A ilo l the 
hay on the ground is ruined, in the fruit belt 
around W inters some dam age has been done to 
the fruit. The young hops along the river have 
also suffered. It still rem ains cloudy. 
Stockton, May 5th.—Rain began falling early 
this m orning, descending quite heavily at inter­ 
vals and continuing in showers during the day. 
The fall for the storm is .78 of au inch; fcr the 
season 11.19. 
For the corresponding period last 
year, 10.62. It is nrobab e that the w ind and 
rain together will' do considerable dam age in 
lodging grain. 
L ivermore, May 5th. — A heavy southwest 
wind blew during the night, euillDg in a rain, 
the fall to 7 a. m. being .75 of au inch. Iluriug 
the day half au iic h m ore fell. The w eather is 
still unsettled. A large am ount of hay was cut 
and is more or less dam aged, unless the w eather 
soon clears up. The greater part of the w heat 
crop is benefited greatly. Some little dam age 
m ay be caused to barley, w hich is growing very 
rank, and m ay be lodged by the storm . The 
w eathei-is cold, and it no frost follows the vines 
and truit will be benefited. 
San J ose, May 5th.—A h ea-y rain-storm pire" 
v»i!ed here early yesterday, and this m orning 
was followed by another dow npour, m ixed with 
bail. Considerable dam age was done.to Crops, 
particulaily to the ripening grain and cut hay. 
Gilroy, May 5th.—One ot the heaviest rain­ 
storms ot the season set in last night and, "With 
short intervals, has continued all day. Over 
one sn d a h alf inches has lal cu In less than 
twenty-four hours, saturating still more the 
well-soaked s il. Cons'derable bay has been 
cut aud stacked, and this w ill be spoiled if good 
w eather does not im m ediately ensue to enable 
redrying it. 
The w heat and barley will be ben­ 
efited rather than injured, especially the late- 
sown crop, which Deeded just such a downfall 
to perfect it. 
Bernes ju -t ripgning are, of 
course, badly injured. 
C heraes will 
suffer 
some, and are a pioor crop this year any way. 
N either apricots nor peaches are sufficiently ad­ 
vanced to be harm ed. Stock feed will be vastly 
benefited. Sum m ed up, the result in the aggre­ 
gate w ill be an im m ense gain over any possible 
losses, provided (here is lio lengthv continuance 
of the storm. At 6 p. m. all feigns are in favor of 
its clearing off. 
H ollister, May 5th.—The rainfall for to-day 
aggregates .811 of au inch. A great deal of hay 
is cut, and some dam age w ill result, but the 
benefits to grain cropis will be great. The storm 
still continues. 
Santa Cruz. May 5th.—Heavy showers fell 
last evening aud this m orning. Very little dam ­ 
age to crops. 
Napa, May 5th.—The light rn in so f vestcrday 
culm inated in a heavy storm all lari night, ac­ 
com panied by a heavy w ind. 
Cousiuerable 
dam age has been done to grain, w hich was 
beaten down in m any places. It was the hardest 
late storm know n in m any years. 
Sonoma. May 5th.—A gentle rain has fa’len 
here continuously since noon to-day. At the 
present w riting (8 r. m.) it is still raining. 
Modesto, May 5th.—Early this m orning rain 
began to tall, and at 2 o'clock this afternoon it 
m easured .67 of an inch. A sm all am ount of 
hay is dam aged, but th e rain is of m uch benefit 
to sum m er-lallow and winter-sown grain. This 
evening the [w eather is clear aud cool.

A Case in W hich the Railroad Company 
W as Not Responsible. 
The following decisions of the Supreme 
Court were filed on Saturday in the office of 
the clerk of the Sacramento district: 
Leandro Fagundes vs. Ceatral Pacific 
Railroad Company. 
riaintiiF brought this 
action to recover damages for the death of 
his son, caused by the alleged carelessness 
of the defendaut. After the introduction 
of the evidence on the part of the plaintiff, 
the defendant moved for a non-suit, which 
was refused. It then introduced evidence 
in its own behalf, after the conclusion of 
which a motion for a non suit was again 
made and granted. 
The plaintiff then 
moved for a new trial, which the court al­ 
lowed, from which the defendant appeals. 
Deceased was a laborer on the road and 
was being transported 88 a passenger in one 
of the passenger cars of the defendant UDon 
its railroad. 
At Tamarac station, on said 
road, the train jum ped the track and ran 
into the snow-sheds. The latter fell on the 
car in which the deceased was being trans­ 
ported and crushed him to death. The de­ 
ceased was 19 years of age. 
Plaintiff prays 
for judgm ent in the sum of $20,000. 
The question is, w hether or not the C. P. 
R K. Co. is responsible for the carelessness 
of the conductor of the train aud the track­ 
walker. 
If they are to be held as the fellow ser­ 
vants of the deceased and engaged about 
the business of their common master in the 
same general employment, then the com-

record shows that the defendant neglected 
to use ordinary care in the selection of the 
conductor and the trackwalker. There is 
nothing in the evidence to show anv negli­ 
gence on the part of the defendant’ in the 
selection of the employes whose careless­ 
ness caused the casualty. 
All of the em ­ 
ployes m ust have known the dangers inci­ 
dent to their employment. 
Deceased met 
his death through negligence of the con­ 
ductor and trackwalker and not that ot the 
railroad company. 
For these reasons it is 
ad vised-that the order appealed from be re­ 
versed. 
Judges Paterson and Thornton dissented 
from the forgoing opinion. 
ln¡ the case of Dorland (appellant) vs. 
Mooney ot al.,in au action to quiet title, the 
judgm ent aDd order were reversed and the 
cause remanded for a new trial. M cFar­ 
land dissented.
